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YOUH CHILDREN'S SCHOOL- 


IS IT SAFE? 


Not a little has been said lately of tho 


traffic dangers with which children of 
this generation are beset in going to and 
from school. 
There is no doubt that the 


situation is grave. 
But the risks that 


they aro compelled to rim after they ar- 
rive at school are often quite as serious 
and much more constant than those en- 
countered on the -way. 
Since school at- 


tendance is not a matter of choice but 
one of strict requirement there 
•would 


eeern "to be no educational proJblem more 
fundamental 
or immediately 
pressing 


lhan that of insuring safety for the stu- 
dents. 
There is little that is inherently 


hazardous in school buildings: as in every 
other occupancy, the overwhelming pro- 
portion of school fires can be ascribed 
cither to ignorance or thoughtlessness. 
How long, for instance, will builders of 
school houses continue to ignore the nec- 
essity for safe chimney 
construction? 


That they have not given proper att°n- 
tion to the serious results that usually fol- 
low where flues are defective is clearly 
evident from school fire statistics. 


In the last few years, the Russell Sage 


Foundation has taken a special interest 
in the subject of safeguarding tho live?

It ts a mistake for the general run of sick people 


to como directly to a specialist, writes one of a 
group of specialists, and just as much a mistake 
for the specialist to accept them as patients. I have 
.seen some ludicrous and some tragic mistakes made 
by very good specialists because of the lack of pro- 
spective. A specialist sees only his own work, and 
the better he is in his own work the narrower his 
prespective. There is one garage where they al- 
ways insist on cleaning my spark plugs no matter 
what may bo wrong with tho car. I have seen 
tonsils removed because of a reflex aphonia duo to 
tuberculosis. I have seen countless appendectomies, 
by excellent operators, for functional disturbances. 
I have seen a nerve specialist overlook pernicious 
anemia as the cause of a spinal cord disturbance, and 
a skin specialist use, his pastes and redialings on 
a case of diabetes—not because they were not cap- 
able men in their own fields, but because they lacked 
perspective. Mr. Theodore Layman requires consid- 
erable enlightinment on the matter of specialism in 
medicine. Ho should be encouraged to regard the 
reputable specialist as a very valuable expert, if 
properly used. It is only human that the very best 
specialists in their several fields of interest should 
lack the rounded judgment which is necessary for 
general diagnosis. This deploring of the "passing" 
of the family doctor or general practitioner is all 
a joke. HP cannot pass. You and I should help 
the people find that out before they get hurt too 
badiy. 


Should this fall under the notice of Mr. Layman, 


the suggestion of the specialist will perhaps have 
greater weight, coming from a specialist. 


The "passing" of the general practitioner has 


been hailed by some specialists and their friends 
for many years, the wish perhaps fathering tho 
thought. Dr. John Brown, over 60 years ago, wrote 
in tho preface to "Rab and His Friends" and other 
papers of his horae subsecivae: 


"So also in medicine . . . there are now as 


few family doctors as servants . . . all this soft 
of thing is greatly gone and especially in lar&-c> 
cities, and much from this love of change, of talk, 
of having everything explained, or at least named 
especially if it be in Latin, of running from onfc 
'charming' specialist to another . . ." 


And the author appends a footnote relating to the 


"love of having things explained," in which h* 
quotes Dr. Cullen who wrote:1*"! have been obliged 
to please my patients sometimes with reason?, ami 
I have found that any will pass, even with able 
divines and acute lawyers." 


The specialist habit is largely cultivated by folk 


who have run the gamut of self diagnosis and self 
doctoring—fatuous folk who think they know as 
much as an "ordinary doctor" about their ills if 
not quite as much as a specialist. 
Good family 


doctors urgo the counsel of specialists every day. 
Wise patients will Consult specialists only by the 
family doctor's advice.

Catching Typhoid 


To settle an argument, kindly inform me whether 


there is any way one can catch typhoid fever be- 
sides drinking contaminated water or being exposed 
to typhoid.—M. S. 


Answer—Many epidemics of typhoid fever have 


occurred from eating food Which has been prepared 
or handled by a typhoid carrier, that is, a person 
now apparently well but who has bad typhoid fever 
perhaps several years ago and still gives off viru- 
lent typhoid bacilli. Ice harvested from lake, pond 
or river polluted with human excrement may con- 
tain living typhoid germs,.although I know of no 
case of typhoid positively traced to this source. 
One probably could not contract typhoid fever by 
being exposed to it in the sense of mere contact 
with the patient, for the germ is given off in the in- 
testinal and kidney excretions and must be in one 
way or another conveyed to food or drink and in- 
gested in order to produce the disease. In the case 
of a carrier responsible for such epidemics as I re- 
ferred to, the germ is conveyed to the food by tho 
carrier's soiled or contaminated fingers. 
This is a 


sufficiently common risk to warrant moro rigid, reg- 
ulations requiring suitable lavatories in connection 
with all places where food is served. To fat even a 
sandwich without lirst bavins washed tho hands is 
bad hygleno; to accept food served by nn unclean 
person or in nn unsanitary place is a risk as an 
affront to sensibility. 


Consumption Never Inherited 


Is then1 any possibility of my children inheriting 


consumption? 
Their father died of it three, years 


ago.—Mrs. L. C. B. 


Answer—No. But they may have been infected 


with the disease if their father li\ed at home when 
he had it, and tuberculosis In children often smould- 
ers for years before lighting into active disease. So 
have the children regularly observed and examined 
by a doctor.
